DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 

Claims 1-8 are pending in the instant Office action. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

Acknowledgement is made of applicant's submitting an information disclosure 
statement on 2/21/2006. The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 
CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement has been considered by 
the examiner.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed compounds are novel and non-obvious over the prior art. The Examiner has 
determined that the closest prior art with respect to the compounds claimed is Ueda (EP 
1283009, as per Applicant's IDS). Ueda teaches several compounds having the same 
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"right half of the molecule" as drawn in claim 1, which are useful as pesticides, but they 
do not have the requisite =R4R5 moiety as required by the instant claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
